REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does 
not teach or suggest the specific claimed subject matters "cutting a last winding end 
wire of the first coil while depositing the winding end wire on a predetermined position, 
and depositing a first winding start wire of the second coil on the predetermined 
position; and winding a second coil in series on the first coil, which has been wound in 
the first winding step, according to a hook winding method of moving a conductor 
supplied from the nozzle to a prescribed position by using a hook provided on a coil end 
of the stator core while rotating another nozzle relative to the magnetic pole on a 
position retracting from an interference area of the nozzle and the first coil" as set forth 
in the independent claim 2.
